Ever Made by the Veterans. 


pETROIT PROFUSELY DECORATED IN 
HONOR OF THE VISITORS. 


Distinguished Officers in the Union Army 
During the Rebellion in Attendance— 
Magnificent Arches—The Various State 
Divisions—All the Old Vets“ in Brand 
New Uniforms—The Color Question in 
the Southern Departments to Receive 
Attention—Missouri’s Contingent. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 4.—This is a day 
which will be long-remembered by the griz- 
zled veterans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. As the opening day of the Twenty- 
fifth Annual Encampment it marks a quarter 
of a century in the growth of the or- 
ganization, and every soldier realizes 
that itmust also mark the apex in the pros- 
perity of that great order,which year 
by year has enveloped in its fraternal fold 
every State of the great Union from Maine to 
Texas and from Florida to Washington. 
If sentiment and sympathy and love 
could control the destiny of the 
G. A. R. it would live forever, but the inex- 
orable logic of statistics sounds a warning to 
every veteran that in time the surviving 
comrade of the surviving post must be 
‘*‘mustered out’’ and the G. A. R. be Known 
no more, save to the memory of the grateful 
nation it defend@d and preserved. Every re- 
union impresses upon the surviving veterans 
the fact that the period in their lives is finally 
reached when the death rate, Ike arith- 
metical progression, multiplies year by year, 
until now the eternal messenger decimates 
theit numbers in more deadly ratio than did 
all the battles of the war. It has, therefore, 
been the desire ofall the prominent leaders 
of the organization that the Twenty-fifth 
encampment should be the most successful 
in the history of the G. A. R., and the parade 
also, the most magnificent the order has 
ever known. Certain it is the multitudes 
which are assembled in Detroit ‘to-day are 
larger than the ‘‘Oity of the Straits’’ has 
ever greeted before and in the magnificence 
of pageantry and the beauty of decorations 
to-day’s parade is without precedent in the 
years that have gone. 

THE GRAND PARADE. 

As the true and trusty soldiers of 61 were 
eager forthe battle, so the veterans of 91 
were eager forthe grand parade which was 
t recall so many reminiscences of former 
days. Before the morning sun had kissed 
the spangled arches and emblazoned in glory 
the golden decorations that marked the line 
of march, the Grand Army bands were 
aboad and the measured tread of the 
veterans preparing for the march resounded 
through the streets. Promptly at the 
hour indicated, with a military 
precision which showed the vol- 
unteer soldiers had forgotten none 
of their early training, the posts assembled 
on the line of march. Four magnificent 
arches, erected by the citizens in different 
parts of the city, marked the line of march. 
Peace arch at Fort and Griswold streets, 
through which the procession passed, bore 
inscription, ‘*Cheerlly On, encourages 
trends to reap the harvest of Perpetual 
Peace,’’ and on the opposite side was read 
the sister inscription: Their prowess 
brought us peace; undying be their fame. 
Another arch bridged Jefferson ave- 
hue, but the magnificent tower and 
war arch at the intersection of Wood 
ward and Jefferson avenues was a ver- 
table work of art. It was built upon the 
plan of the famous Eiffel tower of Paris and 
is a double arch looking through from either 
avenue. The first thing that caught the eye 
on this arch was a fluttering flag held by the 
erect igure surmounting the tower—a white 
ag with a square of red in the center. It is 
One of the numerous designs used by 
the signal corps attached to the 
armies of the Union, by which wmes- 
Sages were sent long distances, dy 
the code of signals.

THE OTHER SIDE. 

There aretwo sides to the colored ques- 
tion, and Col. James Lewis (colored), Ad- 
ministrator of Police and Administrator of 
Public Works of New Orleans, is the 
champion of the colored side. When asked 
what the trouble in Louisiana was, he said: 

Did you ever know a time when there was 
no trouble in Louisiana? It was a Louisiana 
man that fired the first shot on Fort Sumter. 
It was a Louisiana man that beat Gen. Beau- 
regard for administrator of public works and 
Iam that man and I did something the Union 
generals did not do. The first colored reg- 
iment was raised in Louisiana. Louisiana 
was the first State to decide for Hayes. The 
Italian riot was in Louisiana and now the 
colored trouble is sprung there. Louisiana is 
always in trouble. Well, there were 24,800 
colored men enlisted in the army from 
Louisiana, more than from all other 
States together. We were regularly en- 
listed, we fought, as history tells 
you,and then we were honorably discharged. 
With these things to our credit we had all the 
rights of any men to form G. A. R. posts. 
We did this, and we were recognized by Gen. 
Alger when a fight was made onus. We have 


nine posts, with a membership of over 1,000, 


yet we are not recognized by the commander 
ofour department. We get no representa- 
tion in the convention and are ordered to re- 
porttothe Commander-in-Chief. We have 
prepared a strong case in the matter, and all 
I ask is twenty-five minutes in which to pre- 
sent it to a committee of the convention 
itself. The Department Commander thinks 
we want social recognition. I claim the or- 
der is not a social one, but a historic and fra- 
ternal one. 

His remains lie in the soldiers’ lot of Rose 
Hill Cemetery, Petersburg, Ml. He organized 
the G. A. R. in 1966, anda few months later 
J. N. Coitrin and Joseph Prior were joined 
with ten others in forming the first post, 
which was instituted at Decatur, April 6, 1866, 
underacharter granted by Dr. Stephenson. 
The survivors of Post No. 1 were in a con- 
spicuous little group in the Illinois delega- 
tion and their appearance was the 
signal for a tribute of cheers. 
Department Commander Horace 8. 
Clark led the command, and 38,000 
representatives of the Loyal Sons of the 
Sucker State were in line. Among the prom- 
ment ones were Gen. Post, Gen. Pavey, State 
Auditor; Col. Sexton, Postmaster of Chicago, 
and Coi. Cochrane. An umbrella corps, 300 
strong, was a feature of the Illinois division. 
Red, white and blue umbrellas in columns 
served to represent the stripes of the flag. 
As each division passed begeath the tri- 
umphal arches littie girls, appropriately 
decked in the antional colors, showered the 
veterans with bauquets. 

OLD ABE. 

The enthusiasm which greeted the Second 
or Wisconsin division of 70 strong was un 
bounded. In the front rank and borne high 
in the air on the top of a flag-staff was 
perched ‘‘Old Abe, the stuffed eagle which 
became a part of Wisconsin’s history a 
quarter ofacentury ago. Cheer after cheer 
arose from the multitude, but the tribute 
was tothe war bird and not to the brave boys 
of the Badger State. Many a civilian could 
only divine the cause ofall this enthusiasm, 
but to probably every G. A. R. man 
in line to-day the strange history of 
that bird is a fire-side story to 
his children. In 1881, when the Eighth Wis- 
consin Regiment entered the war, an eagle, 
captured in the Wisconsin woods, accom- 
panied the regiment South. Taught to perch 
upon a staff, it was alloted to a color-bearer 


and ma few months the bird became the em 


blem ofthe regiment. With a strange devo- 
tion that so partook of the mysterious as to 
engender superstition in many minds, the 
eagle clung to his regiment with unwavering 
loyalty. Amid the shriek of cannon and the 
roar of battle, the eagle of the Eighth 
Wisconsin maintained his perch, only 
at times to soar briefly above 
the heads of the brave boys he led, shrieking 
shrill deflance to the enemy, and then return 
to his perch. No ball ever attained Old 
Abe,’’ as he was christened,and in many 
bloody battles the soldiers of the Eighth 
seemed to share the good fortune of the noble 
bird. In ’65 Old Abe’’ was ‘‘mustered out 
with the Eighth, and thenceforth made his 
home as a privileged bird in the pub- 
lic park at Madison. He survived the 
war twelve years, and at his death 
his funeral was conducted with mil 
tary bonors. But he was never 
buried. A skilful taxidermist perpetuated 
the form and shape of the glorious bird, and 
the Eighth Regiment still bears Old Abe“ 
in the front rank. In line with the Wisconsin 
boys were Gen. Lucius Fairchild, ex- Gov- 
ernor ot the State and Commander-in-Uhief 
ot the G. A. R., and Col. Weissert, candidate 
for Commander - in- Chief. Department Com- 
mander W. H. Upham was in command, and 
Past Department Commander Col. Brayan 
and Col. Griffin, who was breveted Brigadier - 
General at the close of the war for gallantry, 
were among the familiar figures that tramped 
to the music. 
THE OTHER DIVISIONS. 

The Pennsylvania division came next, 1,500 
strong marching in good order to sprightly 
music furnished by the post bands. Depart- 
ment Commander Boyer rode at their head 
with Adjutant Town and Quartermaster-ven- 
eral Abraham Levering followed by the 
aides. Pittsburg posts led the delegation. 
The Ohio delegation was avast army in it- 
self. No less than 13,000 veterans tramped 
to the music of the bands. Beside 
Department Commander W. M. Warner 
marched Gen. S. H. Hurst, Ohio's candidate 
for Commander-in-Chief. A conspicuous 
figure was Gen. Manning F. Force, who, en- 
listing as a Major in the Twentieth Regiment, 
was made a full Major-General a year before 
the close of the war. Col. A. L. Conger, 
Gen. P. H. Dowling, and Gen. R. B. Brown 
were among the past department command - 
ers in line.

THE VERMONT BOYS. 

The Vermont boys were headed by Depart- 
ment Commander W. L. Morgan, Adjt.-Gen. 
Atwood Woodward and Senior Vice-Com- 
mander Doty. The Department of the Poto- 
mac, under command of James M. Pipes, 
was 600 strong, and its ranks presented many 
faces familiar to the nation. 

The strains of Virginia’s martial music were 
dying in the distance as Maryland, some 300 
strodg, passed the stand. They elicited 
marked applause by their fine appearance, 
especially Post No. 7 of the colored veterans. 
The delegation was headed by Department 
Commander Col. J. O. Hill. The Governor 
of a State is not often seen trudging 
along in the dust with the boys 
but that sight was witnessed more than once 
to-day. As the Nebraska d. A. R., 500 strong,

That the G. A. R. indeed levels all distinc- 
tions was again exemplified when Indiana’s 
2,800 veterans moved in majestic column 
past the reviewing stand. At the head and 
beside Department Commander I. N. Walker 
marched Gov. A. P. Hovey and Right 
royally did the multitude greet 
Indiana’s Chief Executive. But though 
a Governor he was a soldier still and not 
even by bow or glance did the hero of the 
battle of Champion Hills return the cheers of 
his admirers. But there were others to 
share the generous ovation tendered to the 
Indiana boys. Gen. A. D. Streight, one of 
the leaders and projectors of the famous 
Libby Prison tunnel, and Col. Walker, an- 
other who escaped through that historic un- 
derground passage, were recognized by all 
familiar with the history ofthat daring ad- 
venture. The Indiana contingent marched 
tothe music of the band of Soldiers and 
Sailors’ Orphan Home, the musicians being 
all under 16 years of age. 

Following in their order were the divisions 
of Colorrdo, Wyoming, Kansas, Delaware, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Oregon, West Virginia, 
South Dakota, Washington and Alaska, Ar- 
kansas, Montana, Texas, Idaho and Ala- 
bama.

HISTORICAL, 


ORGANIZATION OF THE GRAND ARMY-—ITS 
FOUNDER AND COMMANDER. 


The Grand Army of the Republic was 
founded tn 1966 at Decatur, III. by Dr. B. F. 
Stephenson, who served during the war of 
the Rebellion as surgeon ofthe Fourteenth 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry.

Desperate Battle Between Gangs 
of Border Rufflans. 


Six Men Killed and a Number Fa- 
tally Wounded. 


RESULT OF A FEUD BETWEEN WHITES 
AND HALF-BREEDS, 


The Texas and Louisiana State Line the 
Scene of the Encounter—One Shot 
Brings on a Fusillade, and the Conflict 
Begins—A Brutal Killing—The Ander- 
son-Baker Duel—A Forger’s Suicide— 
Other Crimes. 


ORANGE, Tex., Aug. 4.—About twenty miles 
northwest of Lake Charles, La., isa logging 
camp owned by Locke, Moore & Co., mill 
men. They have a Tram Rallway about 
20 miles long, running from Tidwater on the 
Calcasieur River out into the pinery, the outer 
end of which is near Beckwith Creek. Along 
Beckwith Creek there are some citizens who 
have Indian blood in them and they are 
called Redbones. The men who are em- 
ployed on this loggery and the Redbones“ 
have hated each other and several times 
fights have occurred, but nothing serious 
until last Sunday, when a desperate battle, 
in which five men were killed and a number 
wounded, took place. 

The point at which the rencontre occurred 
was just on the line of Texas and Louisiana 
and the neighborhood has long been the 
headquarters ofa gang whose depredations 
have made them a terror to ail who have any 
permanent interest there. It is known that 
some of them reside on the Louisiana 
side and others in Texas and 
it has been the custom for forays into each 
State to be made from the other side, thus 
escaping the penalty of the law, and at the 
same time sharing the unlawful gains. 

A GANG OF CATTLE THEIVES. 

This gang is known as the Asworth peo- 
ple, and is made up mostly of a lot of halt - 
breeds who take delight principally in steal- 
ing cattle and fighting. The cattle owners of 
the section have lived in dread of these men, 
and have suffered severely at their hands 
for a long time, and at last 
the ranchmen had sent them 
a notice that they must desist or take the 
consequence and not only this, but they must 
leave the country. The depredations con. 
tinue, however, and so bold did they be- 
come that the cattlemen found it necessary 
to organize and arm in order to protect them- 
selves and their property. 

The Redbones are the leaders of the cattle- 
men, and when.it was learned that the gang 
was again on a foray they called their men 
ogether and set out to find the marauders. 

They suspected a man named Morris as the 
leader of the thieves and ordered him to 
leave. Morris was supported by the whole 
strength of his faction and defied the cattle- 
men to banish him, or compel him to leave, 
The quarrel grew bitter and one 
of the Ashworth crowd, named Ward, 
drew his gun and shot a Redbone, Peter 
Dyson. 

THE BATTLE OPENS. 

Then the battle began. Firing became 
general and Marion Markie and Lee Perkins 
of the ‘‘Redbones’’ were killed and Willetts 
Dupree and Lecomb were wounded. 
Hostilities then ceased fora time, but in 
the afternoon another attack was made on 
the railway people by the cattlemen, in 
which William wan of the Redbones and 
John Owen and Henry Ashworth of 
the other party were killed. Dr. Meyers 
and his brother, who had come to 
attend the wounded were fired on by the 
train boys, but were not hart. It is impos- 
sibie to get the exact number of the wounded, 
as the men were carried away by their 
friends. 

Word was sent to Lake Charlies for the 
Sheriff, a posse and the Coroner, the pres- 
ence of the latter seemingly being the must 
important. 


A BRUTAL MURDER. 


R. I. COLVIN KILLED BY JOHN G. 
OAKLAND, CAL. 

OAKLAND, Cal., Aug. 4.—R. I. Colvin, a 
young stenographer, was shot and killed by 
John G. Howell late last night. Colvin was 
engaged to Howell’s daughter, but three 
years ago she broke of the match. Colvin 
continued to try and meet her. He and 
Howell bad several on the subject. 
Last night Colvin and a friend, named Max- 
well, and Howell were discussing the ques- 
tion. Colvin expressed a desire to marry 
the girl. Suddenly Howell said: Hold up 
your hands, and immediately drew a revol- 
ver and began to re. He fired three shots, 
all taking effect. After the first shot Colvin 
begged for mercy, but Howell continued 
shooting until his victim was dead. Howell 
then surrendered to the police. He is promi 
nent in politics and was clerk of the Assem- 
bly for three years, and at one time Sherif of 
Plumas County, Idaho.

BITTERNESS OF FEELING EXISTING 
BETWEEN THE OPPOSING SIDES.

Hatred and Malice Brought Out by the 
Conflict — Return of American Naval 
Officers From Chili—Interested Europe- 

ans Charged With Aiding Ipsurgents— 
Peru’s Attitude. 


New Yorx, Aug. 4.—Three bearded men, 
with military bearing, tt Mir faces bronzed by 
exposure to a tropical sun, arrived at the 
Grand Hotel yesterday evening. They were 
Rear-Admiral William P. McCann, Lieut. 
Kennedy and Lieut. Osterhaus of the United 
States Navy. They came from Colon on the 
Pacific Mail steamer Newport, which reaehed 
her port yesterday. Rear Admiral McCann, 
when seen by a reporter, said: 

The Peruvian people, one and all, keep 
aloof from the terrible struggle which is go- 
ing on in Can. The civil war in Chilli 
will probably progress until the Government 
obtains some new men-of-war from Europe. 
A popular uprising that proves successful 
generally progresses. Delays and inaction 
are apt to prove fatal. Theend of the war, 
one way or the other, would be a boon to the 
country as well as to the cause of peace and 
order. It is dificult here, at a distance, to 
understand the bitterness of feeling that ex- 
ists between the opposing sides. Our own 
civil war never brought out such an intensity 
of rage, hatred and malice. The wealthy 
aristocratic class is generally on the side of 
the revolution. The official class is led by 
President Balmaceda. The mass of the peo- 
ple, the rotos, the peones, follow the 
lead of their superiors in the social 
system according to the province in 
which they live. The people, as we 
understand the word, have precious little to 
do in Chili but to do as they are directed. The 
reports from the country which have ap- 
peared in the New York papers have often 
been greatly exaggerated. Of course, the 
Latin of South America conduct affairs 
different the Anglo-Saxon race. There 
is not much sentiment displayed toward any 
one who sticks with one side or party into 
whose possession he falls. Balmaceda has 
locked up those who shout ‘Viva el Con- 
greso’ in the streets of Valparaiso and San- 
tiago, and the Congressional! party have sup- 
pressed the adherents of the Government in 
the Arapaco. 

THE AMERIQAN SHIPS. 

“TheAmerican navy made a splendid showing 
on the coast. Three ships like the Baltimore, 
the Charleston and the San Francisco area 
credit to any marine power. The United 
States Navy was treated respectfully and 
courteously by both sides. The Etata did not 
land a single rifie, It was a great disappoint- 
ment tothe revolutionary party to lose the 
arms. In order to their natural feel- 
ings of sorrow, the was sent to sea after 
dark so that the on shore would not 
witness her departure.

Her 
iliness was entirely due to the nervous 
shock entailed upon her by the sight of the 
unfortunate ex Empress Charlotta, who, 
when she was visited by the Queen yesterday,

been subject ever since the tragic death, in 
1867, of her husband, Emperor Maximilian of 
Mexico. The physicians in attendance upon 
the Queen state that absolute rest is the only 
medicine necessary to insure her complete 
recovery.

MAN KILLED. 

Rome, Aug. 4.—Later reports from the 
scene of yesterday’s riots in the city of 
Carife, show that the affair was serious in its 
consequences. Carife is among the oppentus 
in the Province of Avelino and many of its in- 

itants are of that.class that has made 
Italy famous for acts of brigandage. 

A municipal election wasin progress, and 
froma faction quarrel to a riot was but a 
short step. A pitched battle in the street was 
the result, in which one man was Killed, and 
several others badly wounded. When the 
conflict was at its height an incendiary ap- 
plied a torch to the chief municipal building, 
the town hall and it was soon in flames 
and burned to the ground. While 
the fire was in progress the 
rioters looted the building, carrying every- 
thing ot value that could be removed. It is 
thought that the archives of the city were 
consumed. 

A detachment of soldiery from Avelino, the 


capital of the province, was summoned and 


upon the arrivalofthe troops the riot was 
quelled and many of the participants ar- 
rested and lodged in prison. 


O’BRIEN AND SALISBURY, 


THE BANKRUPT COURT GRANTS THE IRISH MEM- 
BER ANOTHER DELAY. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 4.—The bankrupt court to-day 
granted Mr. Wm. O’Brien another delay of 
three days in which to show cause why he 
should not be declared a Dankrupt because of 
his fatiure to pay the anbunt of costs ($8,500) 
awarded against him in July, 1989, in a suit 
for libel in which Lord Salisbury was the de- 
fendent. A debtor summons to recover the 
amount was served upon Mr. O’Brien by Lord 
Salisbury while the former was imprisoned 
in Galway jail. On July 31, the day following 
his release, Mr. O’Brien again, at the m- 
stance of Lord Salisbury, was adjudicated 
a bankrupt. Mr. O’Brien. then published a 
letter in whfch, referring to his having been 
adjudicated a bankrupt, he reproached Lord 
Salisbury for ‘‘taking advantage of a legal 
technicality’’ to drive him out of public life 
and prevent his appealing to the House of 
Lords. Mr. O’Brien concluded by offering to 
submit the matter tothe arbitration of any 
three members of the House of Comnions 
whom Lord Salisbury himself might select.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


First Meeting of the Arkansas Commis 
sioners—Chicago’s ‘‘El’’ Road. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Aug. 3.—The Board of 
Raliroad Commisaioners, composed of Gov. 
Eagle, Auditor Dunlop and Secretary of state 
Chism, met yesterday afternoon and organ 
ized for the purpose of assessing the various 
railroad property in the State. Gov. Eagle 
was elected chairman and Hon, B. B. Chism 
was elected secretary. Meetings will be held 
every day until the work is completed. The 
railroads pay over 7 percent of the State’s 
taxes, and, as many improvements have 
been made by them during the past year it is 
generally believed that this amount will be 
increased tos percent. Last vear the total 
assessment of railroad property in the State 
was $18,192,276. This year it will probably 
be increased to $20,000,000. 


AN ELEVATED ROAD FOR CHICAGO. 

Omas, III., Aug. 4.—Itis said that four 
prominent New York business men, whose 
names are not yet given out, will shortly con- 
struct an elevated railroad onthe West Side 
in this city.

More Animals for the “Zoo Zoo” at For- 


PROPOSITION TO BUY THE QUADRUPEDS 
AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 


Most of the Animals to Be Sold Next 
Week—The Mayor and Park Commis- 
sioner Favor the Proposed Purchase— 
The Zoological Departments of Central, 
‘Fairmount amd Lincoln Parks. 


The city of St. Louis is justly celebrated the 
world over for its public parks, and the 


exception of Fairmount Park in Philadelphia 
this is the largest municipal park in the 
United States, and in natural scenery and 
diversity of attractions it is second to no 
park in the world, Although a few years ago 
it was considered too far trom the city to be- 
come a popular place of resort, the city has 
now grown out to it and the down 
town residents have been brought by means 


ot rapid transit to within a few minutes’ ride 


ofit. The trains of the Wabash Railroad and 
The park, and three electric lines also land 
their passengers on the grounds, while the 
Olive street cable line runs within a block of 
the park. There is no large park in the world 
so easy of access as Forest Park now its, and if 
there is any one who thinks it isnot a popular 
park, he should pay it a visit some Sunday 


THE ONLY WEAK FEATURE. 
A great deal has been done in the past to 
add to the natural attractiveness of the park 
and a great deal is still being done in that 
direction, and perhaps the only feature in 
which it is excelled in the way of park at- 
tractions m comparison with the great parks 
of other large cities is its zoological depart- 
ment. As yet Forest Park has comparatively 
few animals—five buffalos, thirty-nine deer 
and a few coons, "possums, ducks, cranes, 
swans, eagies and quail—but there 
is really mo good reason why this list could 
not be gradually increased until St. Louis 
could boast of as fine a zoological garden as 
that of Lincoln Park in Chicago, that of Fair- 
mount Park in Philadelphia or that of Central 
Park, New York City. The zoological garden 
of Central Park, New York, is the chief 
attraction of the park andthe same may be 
also said of the animal exhibitions in Lincoln 
and Fairmount Parks. The zoological de 
partment of Regent’s Park, London, has a 
world-wide reputation as have also those of 
the Thier Garten in Berlin, the Jardin de 
Acclimation in Paris and celebrated zoolog- 
ical garden of Hamburg, Germany. In fact 
nearly every large city uf Europe supports a 
public zoological garden in connection with 
its principal park, In this country not only 
the three leading cities have them, but also 
Boston, Baltimore and Cincinnati, the latter 
city having appropriated $30,000 for its Zoo- 
logical garden last year. Denver recently 
established a municipal animal show in Man- 
hanttan Park which is to be a permanent 
feature of the park and San Francisco is also 
following suit. 

FAIR GROUNDS zoo ZOO FOR SALE. 

Most of.the animals at the Fair Graunds 
are to be sold at public auction on Saturday, 
Aug. Done week from next Saturday—and 
the PosT-DIsPaTCH suggests that they be 
purchased for the animal department of 
Forest Park if they can be obtained ata rea- 
sonable figure. The animals to be sold con- 
sist of one lioness, a pair of leopards, male 
and female, two male and one female pan- 
ther, one male and four female elk, one 
white European deer, one male and one fe- 
male American deer, one female Axis deer, 
two male and one female Bisa 
antelope, one male and one 
female llama. one female yak, two 
sacred cows, one male zebra, one male and 
one female Gromedary, one Japanese boar, 
one mule-footed Mexican sow, one female 
peccary, one East Indian vulture and a col- 
lection of wolves. All ofthese animals For- 
est Park should have if they can be secured 
at reasonable figures. The other animals of 
the 00 zoo are not to be sold at present, 
but probably will be at some future date, al- 
though it is at present the intention of the 
management of the Fair grounds to keep the 
little elephant and monkeys and bears and 
sea lions for the amusement of the children 
visiting the grounds. A great many school 
picnics are held at the Fair Grounds during 
the summer months anda few animals have 
tobe kept on hand to please the young- 
sters. 

INDORSED BY MAYOR NOONAN. 

Mayor Noonan was asked this morning 
what he thought of the proposition to trans 
fer the animals for sale atthe Fair Grounds 
to Forest Park and he expressed himself as 
heart ily in favor of it and particulariy the 
ruminating animals. 

Did you know, I was talking to 
the Park Commissioner about thata month 
ago, said his Honor. I told him that we 
ought to try and make the animal depart- 
ment of Forest Park more attractive and he 
agreed with me. He thinks that we can add 
a number of ruminating animals to 
those already in the park at a 
trifling cost, and the cost of keeping them will 
not be very large. I think a camel or two 
and those sacred cows and yaks and llama 
and a fewother animals of that kind would 
add very much to the park attractions, and 
after a while other animals can be 
added. I don’t know what they 
would cost, but have been informed 
that animals such as we would 
want can be purchased at less than half what 
they cost a few yearsago. A gentleman told 
me recently that the Fair Association was 
Offered a small elephant, two tigers and some 
other animais—I’ve forgotten what—at 
a fair price by a show 
last spring for $300. Mr. 
the showman, told me not long ago that 
Barnum flooded the country with elephants 
during the last years of his life and that the 
price of elephants has fallen to less than half 
what it was before the market was glutted. 

As to paying forthe ruminating animals 
for sale at the Fair Grounds, I think the city 
can well afford to pay fer them, although 
of course we should much prefer receiving 
themasa donation from the street car com- 
panies whose lines would be benefited by 
the additional attraction at Forest Park or 
from any other public spirited companies 
or individuais. In case the city has 
to pay for the animals, I suppose the 
Oity Comptroller could find the money some 
way. As to the benefit which the public 
would dertve from a creditable zoological 
garden at Forest Park there can be no two 
sides to that question. The attractions of 
the park would be very much increased and 
it would give us a public park the equal of 
any in the worid.’’ 
re THE PARK COMMISSIONER, TOO.

WHAT PRESIDENT CAPER 6ATS. 

George D. Capen, President of the Lindell 
Railroad, when asked whether he favored 
the project of the city the zoolog- 
ical collection at the Fair Grounds and trans- 
ferring it to Forest Park, said: 

Of course, I am most heartily in favor of 
the idea, ifit can be carried out. It would 
add a great attraction to Forest Park and 
make that resort much more popular. Ifthe 
city would buy and maintain the animals it 
would be a great thing for the park.“ 

Would your line be willing to make a con 
tribution to aid in the purchase! 

hat is a question to which I have given 
some consideration, and I can say that the 
Lindell raliroad is not prepared to do any- 
thing of the kind. The public have little idea 
of what it costs to feed those animals. I 
have investigated the matter and learn from 
those in charge of the Fair Grounds that the 
animals consume food to the amount of $10,- 
000 a year. This expense is more than the 
railroads reaching the park are inclined to 
pay, and 1 am certain that the 
city neither will nor can assume it. The cost 
of maintenance is what makes the Fair 
Grounds authorities want to give up the 
animals. Sooner than feed them iam satis- 
fied that they would give them away. If the 
city would agree to feed them it would be a 
different matter, but under present condi- 
tions the Lindell railroad doesn’t see its way 
clear to making any contribution. Iam not 
prepared to say that this would be done in 
any case. 

COUNSELOR MARSHALL FAVORS IT. 

City Counselor Marshall when questioned 
said it would be a nice thing to havea zoolog- 
ical feature in Forest Park, but added that 
the city would first have to figure on the cost 
of equipping and maintaining m. Tae 
suggestion that the city ought to 
purchase these animals that are to be 
sold at the Fair Grounds.’’ he said, ‘‘is one 
that requires consideration. If the city is 
going to embark tn the business of maintain- 
ing such an institution it will have to consider 
the expense connected with it. The city has 
complete control of the parks, and can make 
whatever arrangements it sees ft to 
make them attractive places for the 
people, and it could place an animal exhibit 
in Forest Park if such was thought advisable. 
I would prefer, however, not to gointo the 
details of this subject just now, as I know 
nothing about the cost of equipping a zoolog- 
ical garden.’’ 

STEVENSON 'S OBJECTION. 

Comptroller Stevenson said he did not ap- 
prove of the idea of purchasing the Fair 
Grounds animals. The city, be said, 
as no money to spend in 
this direction. If the plan is 
considered a good one, I don't see how the 
city is going to raise the money to buy these 
lions, tigers, leopards and so on for the 
park. If they are bought buildings and pits 
will have to be built out there for them, and 
this will a big expense on the city. Iam not 
in favor of purchasing these animals. 

Comptrolier Stevenson’s objection, on the 
ground that the city cannot raise the funds, 
has been raised before when projects 
for the advancement of the city’s interests 
were under discussion. When the Poser 
DISPATCH sprinkling movement was about 
to be tried the Comptrolier’s office 
raised the same objection, but 
when the funds were carefully 
gone Over, enough was secured to give it a 
trial. This resulted in the adoption of the 
present sprinkling system, which is now 
being imitated by a number of the other lead- 
ing cities of the country.

THE CUTTING.

John Enders, who lives there with his 
family, and Dr. J. A. Dickson of 1 Biddle 
street sent for who found that the knife bad 
penetrated the left lung just above the heart.

KELLY’S STATEMENT. 

Kelly states that the trouble occurred inthis 
way: He, with two friends, whose names he 
refused to give, were sitting outside the 
saloon on a box or barrel when the wagon 
drove up. O’Brien’s hat blew offand he 
called to Kelly to get it for him, at the same 
time calling him a name, Kelly states. 
O’Brien repeated his order to Kelly, the 
latter states, to bring him his hat, 
calling him the same name. Kelly 
called back to O’Brien, whom he did not 
know, to get down and get his hat himself, 
asking him at the same time tf he wanted to 
get into trouble. A young man who was 
with O’Brien got out and got 
the hat and wanted O’Brien 
to drive on, but the latter, Kelly, states. 
would not, saying to Kelly that he would 
make trouble for him, and announced his in- 
tention of going back.

ur. F. G. Niedringhaus Goes East on 
Important Business. 


THE TIN-PLATE LABOR CONTROVERSY 
GROWING DECIDELY INTERESTING, 


Reply of Amalgamated Association Offi- 
cers to Mr. Niedringhaus’ Statements 
Through the “Post-Dispatch’—Some 
Plain Facts and Figures Submitted— 


Bitter Fight Probable. : 


ur. F. G. Niedringhaus leaves for the East 
this evening and for a short time there 
promises to be but few new local develop- 
ments in his work of preparing for the manu- 
facture of tin-plate in this country. He has, 
however, during the past week started up an 
excitement in labor circles which is still at 
fever heat, and it is more than likely that 
his appearance East will be the signal for a 
renewal of the conferences and discussions 
as to the skilled labor available in this 
country for his new enterprise, which marked 
his visit to Pittsburg some time ago. Owing 
to the evident intention of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers to 
prove tothe country at large, if possible, 
that there is no necessity for the 
Niedringhaus people {to import foreign 
labor for their tin-plate works, there 
is now apparent a strong ‘inclination on the 
part of the latter to avoid further newspaper 
discussion of the subject until additional 
facts supporting their position can be 
gathered. The prospects are that when Mr, 
Niedringhaus returns to St. Louis he willl be 
‘Joaded’’ for another tin-plate broadside 
similarto that contained in his interview 
giventhrough the Post-DispatcH of Thurs- 
day last. Should that be the case 
the controversy between himself 
and the Amalgamated Association 
over his proposed importation of Welsh work- 
men will deepen considerably in public inter- 
est. Upon its merits hinges Mr. Niedring- 
haus’ right to import such labor without 
violating the foreign contrac@labor laws. 

MR. NIEDRINGHAUS’ DECISIVE ACTION. 

As the case stands at present the Amal- 
gamated Association has had the last word on 
the subject, but the tin-plate magnate has 
been taking some very decisive and sig- 
nificant action while the Association 
was talking of his right to do 80. 
On Thursday Mr. Niedringhaus announced 
through the Post-DIsPATCH the impossibilty 
of securing skilled tin-plate workman in this 
country. He clinched this announcement by 
offering atthe same time to pay to all such 
skilled workmen double the wages they re- 
ceived for the same work in the old country. 
Having done this, he further showed his in- 
tention of securing such foreign labor by 
sending his General Superintendent to En- 
gland and Wales to spend about two 
months ma study“ ofthe English rolling- 
mills and Welsh tin-plate works. The result 
of this ‘‘study’’ is expected to be the employ- 
ment of enough ‘‘dippers’’ to man that de- 
partment of his tin-plate plant, which would 
mean, probably, the Importation of forty 
Welshmento st. Louis. With this decisive 
action taken, Mr. Niedringhaus himself now 
goes East, presumably on business connected 
with the same much-agitated question. It 
would not be surprising if his visit should in- 
clude a conference with the officials 
in Washington, undertaken with a view to 
convincing the government that the impor- 
tation ofatleast the two scores of Welsh 
‘‘dippers’’ was imperative at the birth of 
the new ‘‘infant industry.’’ In connection 
with the position of affairs comes the news 
from London that a number of Welsh tin- 
plate workers are preparing to emigrate to 
America, and that while they are not under 
contract with any company or companies in 
this country they have a good idea of where 
to go when they get here. 

REPLY FROM THE AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION. 

Opposed to the decisive action on the part 
of the tin-plate syndicate, as of Mr. Nied- 
ringhaus alone, isthe work now beipg done 
by the Amalgamated Association at Pittsburg, 
Pa. It is reported that Agsistant President 
Garland of that order has gathered a lot of 
conclusive data with which he will oppose 
attempt toimport foreign labor for the tin- 
plate mills. He now claims to be able 
to call together in a few days’ time 
more skilled workmen than would 
be required to operate all the plants that 
will be running for the next two years. In 
the meantime, he claims, new men could be 
taught the trade, so that the supply would 
equal whatever increased demand there 
might be. The Amalgamated Association 
takes ground against Supt. Owens’ decision 
to Mr. Niedringhaus, and contends that the 
importation of any class of foreign labor isa 
violation of the contract labor law. It also 
argues that to import the labor for 
the tin-plate - industry would deprive 
American citizens of better paid employment 
to which they are justly entitled, because of 
their citizenship. Assistant President Gar- 
land, in commenting upon Mr. Niedring- 
haus’ statement through the Post-DIspaTcuH, 
that he could not find skilled tin-plate work- 
men in this country, says: 

ACTING-PRESIDENT GARLAND’S STATEMENT. 

**There can be no doubt that enough work- 
men can be had to sfipply this kind of labor. 
We have it from W. C. Cronemeyer, himself 
a large manufacturer of this district, who 
represented Mr. Niedringhaus at the recent 
conference, that he has applications on 
file from thirty skilled workmen, all of whom 
heis compelled to refuse employment be- 
cause his forceis fullr One of our men at 
Apollo, named Morgan, is our authority for 
the statemeut that there are several hundred 
former tin-plate workers engaged tn other 
branches of the sheet business in and around 
Pittsburg. 

We have just received information that 
there is a large number in and about 
Wheeling. George A. Evans, a sheet mill 
roller of Bridgeport, O., who was a member 
of our conference committee this year, came 
from the tin-plate district of Wales, and he is 

reliably informed on the subject. He is in 
possession of scores of names of available 
People who could be secured in a short time. 
Mr. Rees of Preeble avenue, Allegheny, can 
get twenty men in Woods’ Run who are thor- 
oughly acquainted with the business, and 
there are many others in this vicinity. 

Vice-President Sheehan of the Amalgamated 
Association also confirms Mr. Garland’s 
Statement. But the most significant feature 
ofthe reply made hy the association to Mr. 
Niedringhaus’ statement through the Post- 
Disrarch is contained in certain figures sup- 
Diled by Vice-President Sheehan bearing on 
the subject, He says: 

FIGURES FOR VICE-PRESIDENT SHEEHAN. 

It should be remembered that there are 
not many tin-plate workmen needed. Sup- 
bose the average sheet mill has three trains 
ot rolls. The output of one mill would be in 
a neighborhood of eighteen tons of plates— 

i guage, 

Well, thirty-five boxes is considered a 
good day’s work for one man. A box of tin 
Weighs 112 pounds. At that rate there would 
Only be material enough in the product of an 
entire sheet mill with three trains of rolls to 
employ six men, but as there are three men 
employedon each stack it would, as a mat- 
4 of fact, give employment to eighteen 


So you see less than twenty men will con- 
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workman. Mr. Demmler tells us that he has 
taken men from the coal mines and made 
good tin plate workers out of them. 

Jou can therefore rest assured there is 
something more than a mere claim that 
skilled workmen cannot be had here, back 
of the ‘openly avowed purpose to import 
tin plate workmen. The manufacturers 
know that men are idle in Wales, with 
slim prospects of ever getting back at their 
old trade. They know, too, that these 
men would jump at an opportunity 
of coming here at a slight advance over what 
was paid them in Wales. That price was 6 
cents a box, while the price here is double 
that amount. If a plant employing twenty 
men would secure foreign workmen at 7 
cents, it would save over $8,000ina year, as 
compared to what it would cost to operate 
the same plant with American citizens. The 
scheme is very plain. The manufacturers 
prefer the foreign workmen to American citi- 
zens, because the pay-rolls would be less.’’ 

In the absence of Mr. T. F. Niedringhaus, 
from his office to-day, no reply to the above 
statement could be obtained. It is not prob- 
able that there will be any further expres- 
sions put out bythe Niedringhaus people, 
pending Mr. Niedringhaus’ return. In the 
meantime the developments in the East are 
likely to prove extremely interesting for 
some little time, as all the work is now being 
done there.

many credulous Americans. This concern, it 
is stated, publishes a monthly journal called 


the Home Fascinator, alleged to be devoted to 
useful knowledge, romance, etc., etc. The 
etc. seems to cover the greatest portion of the 
paper and consisted of an advertisement of 
four prizes to be awarded to persons sendin 
in the largest correct list of English words o 
not less than four letters constructed from 
the letters contained in the words ‘‘The 
World's Fair, each competitor to send with 
his list the sum of $1, the subscription price 
ofthe paper. An enormous circulation had 
been acquired throughout the United States 
upon the basis of this offer. Prizes were ad- 
vertised to be awarded on June 25, 1891 
first prize consisting of $1,000 
in gold, the second rize a grand 
iano valued at and the 
ourth prize a sewing machine estimated at 
$65. As to the thir 3 consisting of a 
silver tea set, gold lined, and valued at $120, 
the clever and unique A was adopted by 
awarding it to thousands of persons as it is 
indicated by the receipts of the following 
rinted notice which was sent through the 
nited States mails to the subscribers of the 
paper throughout the country:

HE WRITES ON THE CONGREGATIONAL 
COUNCIL AND RELIGIOUS TOPICs, 


Street Preaching So Common That It At- 
tracts No Attention — English Hospi- 
tality—The Charms of Rural England 
The London Parks. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 

The following letter from Dr. Henry A. 
Stimson, the pastor of Pilgrim Congreag- 
tional Church and a well-known human- 
itarian, will be of interest to everybody in St. 
Louis, where Dr. Stimson has earned a well- 
merited reputation as a preacher and pastor. 
He went to England as a delegate to the 
World’s Congregational Council, said to be 
the most important religious event of the 


century. 
Loxpox, July 24. 

It is interesting to note that both in En- 
gland and on the Content a great advance 
has been made of late in the Sunday question. 
A friend of Mr. John Morley told me that ten 
years ago Mr. Morley did not regard Sunday 
as standing in important relations to the 
working people and thought humanitarian 
legislation quite sufficient to secure their 
rights; now he admitsthe failure or inade- 
quacy of this and is prepared to advocate 
strenuous Sunday laws solely in the interest 
oflabor. Exemption from Sunday work can 
be secured in no other way. Austria has re- 
cently passed severe laws in this direction, 
extending to the newspapers, and other 
Continental States have them under discus- 
sion. London is strikingly quieton Sunday. 
A few costermongers of vegetables and the 
like are seen inthe poorer districts and some 
small stores are open. The beer shops are 
open from 1 to 8 and from 6 to 11, but the 
trade appears much smalier than during the 
same hours on week days. Meanwhile the 
audiences in the churches, at least the Non- 
conformist and the better known established 
churches, both inthe morning and evening, 
are surprisingly large. Street preaching is so 
common Sunday afternoon as to excite no 
comment. It is generally done by laymen, 
who carry it on week after week at the same 
point, and it draws many hearers, who are 
quiet and attentive. Great preachers in 
London ‘have great audiences. Dr. Parker 
crowds the City Temple twice on Sunday and 
at noon each Thursday. Hugh Price-Hughes, 
a brilliant and most aggressive Methodist, 
has 2,500 people to hear him, with many more 
in overflow meetings at St. James’ Hall in 
Piccadilly. Canon Farrar has a crowd at 
Westminster. The London press gives much 
space to religious topics. 

THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL. 

The International Congregational Council 
has just closed its session. It was a great 
success and has attracted much attention. 
Hugh Price- Hughes pronounced it at his ser- 
vice Sunday night, the most importent 
religious event of the century. Most of the 
papers have given considerable space to it, 
and a large staff of reporters werein contin- 
ual attendance. It has led to much reviewing 
of English Non-Conformist history and the 

the Independent movement has 
played in the modern world. No such dem- 
onstration of its power has before 
been given. Delegates were present 
from Sweden and Samoa, from South 
Australia and Manitoba, while the 
American delegation made up one-third of 
the whole body. These, coming as the de- 
scendants of the few obscure Pilgrims whom 
the King ‘‘harried out of the land, and who 
101 in number landed in the Mayflower at 
Plymouth in 1620, seemed to open people’s 
eyes to the existence of two centuries and a 
half of history which they had overlooked. 
No delegates attracted the attention the 
Americans did. The feeling wasas curious 
as it was kindly, and was expressed by the 
words ofan English lady, who said in my 
hearing, Lou Americans are so very inter- 
esting.’’ 

ENGLISH KINDLINESS. 

English hospitality has been simply un- 
bounded. Ithas a particular and personal 
character which makes it very precious. No 
one seems to mind any amount of trouble if 
they can only entertain you. I do not know 
that it would show itself if one were not in 
some way known, or at least were not an 
American. A poor French gentleman, unable 
to speak English, whom I met at the hotel 
table struggling to get some breakfast, said 
to me in a despairing tone that the English 
were not very ‘‘complaisant.’’ He evidently 
thought they were making it unnecessarily 
hard for him. 

i RURAL SCENES. 

The more one sees of England the more 
there is to admire. Rural England is the 
most beautiful country in the world. The 
incessant play of light and shade, with con- 
stant flashing spray-like showers, the heavy 

tofverdure (George Eliot’s greenth), 

the high cultivation, everywhere picturesque 
Villages nestled in delightful nooks where 
they have fitted themselves into the surround-

ANIMALS FOR FOREST PARK. 

The zoological collection at the Fair 
Grounds has not proved a paying invest- 
‘ment for the Fair Association because it 
was the sole attraction most of the time 
and the cost of seeing it was 25 cents, plus 
car fare. Yet during the interval between 
fairs, it accounted for a good deal of the 
travel on the street car lines to the Fair 
Ground. : | 

A first-class zoological collection such as 
other great cities add to the free attrac- 
tions of their principal parks would greatly 
add to the interest and value of Forest 
Park as a popular resort for the people of 
St. Louis. It would make the travel 
to the park more continuous throughout 
the week and throughout the year, The 
Forest Park street railway lines could 
therefore well afford to contribute liber- 
ally to the acquisition of such an addition 
tothe park attractions. The city could 
give it ample space in the unimproved sec- 
tion of the park and assume the burden of 
maintaining and increasing the collection, 
if the street railway companies, with the 
assistance of liberal and public-spirited 
citizens, would go to work and aid the city 
to buy the Fair Ground collection, which 
is now to be sold at its market price. 

With these animals and those already in 
the Forest Park paddocks, we would have 
a very interesting collection, likely to 
grow in that location to be one of the finest 
in the country. The opportunity is one 
which the Park Commissioners, the city 
authorities generally, and the street car 
men especially should utilize with alac- 
rity. Or perhaps the Fair Association may 
be induced to present the animals to the 
city, and the car companies to share the 
expense of maintenance for the first year 
or two.

FOR THEIR CHOICE.

The Result in Kentucky—Editor Watter- 
‘son Asks for Peace and Harmony—A 
Conference Between Senators Cameron 
and Quay — The Cherokee Election— 
Political News. 


Lrrri Rock, Ark., Aug. 4.—The first elec- 
tion under the new election law, similar to 
the one in force in Missouri, is being 
held to- day in the Third Ward 
to fill a vacancy in the 
city council caused by the expulsion of W. H. 
Caine a few weeks ago. About 1,100 colored 
voters reside in this ward, the majority of 
whom are unable to read and write, but not- 
withstanding their ignorance, they appear to 
be well informed concerning the provisions 
of the law, which have been drummed 
into them since the adjournment 
of the Legislature by the white Republican 
leaders. They take great delight in the novel 
method of voting, and while little interest is 
felt in the result of the contest, the negroes 
have been urged to vote so as to familiaraize 
themselves with the law so as to be able, in 
1892, to handle their ballots without making 
any mistakes. 


THE KENTUOKY ELECTION. 


DEMOCRATS ELECT THEIR STATE TICKET-—-THE 
NEW CONSTITUTION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 4.—The State elec- 
tion in Kentucky yesterday passed off quietly, 
and the entire Democratic ticket was elected 
by majorities ranging from 20,000 to 40,000. 
John Young Brown is elected Governor, M. 
O. Alford, Lieutenant Governor, and W. J. 
Hendrick, Altorney-General. The other 
Officers chosen are: Auditor, Treasurer, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, Regis 
ter of Lands and Clerk of Court of Appeals. 

The new State Constitution has been 
adopted by over 50,000 majority, notwith- 
standing {the opposition of Senator Car- 
lisle and Gov. Buckner. The new con- 
stitution equalizes taxes, suppresses 
lotteries, provides for the Australian ballot 
system and introduces other reforms. The 
People’s party polled about 20,000 votes, 
their ticket not having been generally sup- 
ported by the Farmers’ Alliance, and the 
Prohibition ticket polled a still lighter vote. 
The Alliance devoted most of its attention to 
the Legislative contest, and it is believed 
that it has elected with the aid of Demo- 
cratic votes a majority of its candidates and 
that on joint ballot the farmers and farmer 
Democrats will also have a majority. 

So far as reported the Alliance has elected 
its candidates against Democrats or Repub- 
licans in ten districts. Mr. Watterson, in the 
Courier-Journal, under the caption ‘‘Let Us 
Have Peace,’’ says:

THE CHEROKEE ELECTION. 

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., via Muskogee, Aug. 4.— 
Six thousand votes were polled in yesterday’s 
election in the nine districts of the Chero- 
kee Nation for Principal and Assistant Chief. 
The polls were open from 7 o’clock to sun- 
down. J. 8. Mayes will receive a slight ma- 
jority in this district. 

The full blooded districts in the country 
will go for the National party. The full re- 
turns of this district have not been obtained, 
but they will probably show a majority for 
the Nationals. It was rumored that D. W. 
Bushyhead, the nominee ofthe Liberals, ad- 
vised his mento vote for J. P. Benge, the 
National candidate. This would defeat 
Mayes, the Downings candidate. 


THE UTAH ELECTION. 

OGDEN, Utah, Aug. 4.—The first election in 
Utah on national party lines came off yester- 
day. There were three tickets in the feld— 
the remnant ofthe Liberal party, made up 
mostly of Republicans, nominating a full 
ticket; the Mormon vote was about equally 
divided between the Democrats and Repub- 
licans. The former won by a small plurality 
over the Liberals, who were slightly ahead of 
the Republicans. The town is wild with ex- 
citement over the first victoryin Utah of 
American politics over church and anti- 
church parties. 


COOGAN’S DENIAL. 

RICHFIELD SPRINGS, N. I., Aug. 4.—James 
J. Coogan, late labor candinate for Mayor of 
the city of New York, denies the story pub- 
lished that Senator Quay gave $50,000 toward 
his candidacy as Mayor in 1888. He says Mr. 
Quay nor any one else contributed one dollar 
towards his election expenses. He also says 
that if Mr. Quay succeeded in obtaining from 
the Republican committee $50,000 or any sum, 
representing that it was to be given to him 
(Coogan) he certainly obtained the money 
under false pretenses. 


CAMERON AND QUAY. 

MounT JOY, Pa., Aug. 4.—Senators Cam- 
eron and Quay had a long conference at the 
former’s farm on Sunday in regard to Penn- 
sylvania and national politics. They are in 
perfect accord, but are very reticent as re- 
gards the next Republican candidate for 
President and Senator Quay’s successor as 
Chairman of the Republican Central Com- 
mittee.

THE DEAD ITALIAN. 
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A Day of Mourning in the House of 
Antonio Gentele. 


THE ORPHANED SON'S NEW VERSION 
OF YESTERDAY'S TRAGEDY. 


He Now Says His Father Was Murdered 
by His Uncle and Not Slain in Fair 
Contest—Supposed Whereabouts of 
the Fugitive Caito— His Wife’s Lips 
Sealed—What His Countrymen Say. 


The body of Antonio Gentele, the Italian 
fruit vender, who yesterday lost his life in a 
duel with Knives with his brother-in-law, 
Mariano Caito, lay upon a rickety bedstead in 
his late home this morning surrounded by 
the family and sympathetic friends. 

Aragofcheap black stuff done up into a 
rosette and tacked to the window sil 
was the outward visible sign of mourn 
ing to the habitues of the dirty little 
alley that opens out of Morgan street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth. All the morning 
knots of Italians and negroes congregated 
and gazed open-mouthed up at the windows, 
where once andawhile Antonio, the son of 
the dead man and witness of the duel, ap- 
peared to show himself. The boy appears to 
temper his grief with satisfaction over the 
importance of his present position, and is 
not at all averse to letting his countrymen 
and neighbors feast their eyes upon him. 

**Golly,’’ said a small darkey, gazing ad- 
miringly upon the little Italian, didn't he 
dun git a bully sight of defight? Specthe’ll 
be dat stuck up he won’t speak to nobody no 
more. 

Then raising his voice he howled, ‘‘Halloa! 
Tony, how is yer?’’ to which the bereaved 
deigned no further answer than a slight in- 
clination of the head and a dignified wave of 
the hand. 

Didn't Itole yer?’’ exclaimed the colored 
boy, triumphantly.‘‘Dat Dago’ll be to big fer 
his pants till somebody lUcks im. Dose 
Dagoes aint no good, no how. 

But, in spite of the small African’s criti- 
cism, Antonio remained a hero and felt every 
inch one. He was busy when a PostT-Dis- 
PATCH reporter called, relating, for perhaps 
the hundredth time, with graphic gestures, 
the terrible scene of the day before, 
illustrating his story with realistic passes 
made at the body of his interrogator with a 
case- knife. When he reached the climax he 
pointed to the dead and, gulping down a sob, 
returned to the window and surveyed the 
small boy below. 

THE BOY’S NEW STORY. 

Antonio is gifted with the warm na- 
tion of his countrymen and is imbued with 
not a little of the talent of H. Ryder Haggard. 
His tale has gradually evolved from a 
somewhat tnvolved, but quite plain descrip- 
tion of a duel to a tragic story of coldblooded 
and brutal murder. While yesterday the boy 
related that his father and uncle became in- 
volved in a quarrel and agreed to fight it out 
with Knives, in the progress of which dim - 
culty his father got the worst of 
it after inflicting a trifling wound 
upon his antagonist, to-day he in- 
sists that his father was the victim 
ofan assassin and that he was stabbed to 
death while lying on the ground. There ap- 
pears to be little reason to doubt that the in- 
fluence of his mother and relative is coloring 
his story and that he is fast con tounding 
truth with fiction, 

The story circulated by the Italians yester- 
day that the victor had fied to a secluded 
spot and cut his own throat was in all 
probability concocted by the friends of Caito 
for the purpose of misleading the 
authorities. Every foot of ground for a long 
distance around the spot where the murder 
occurred has been searched, and no trace of 
the-fugitive found. It is now believed that 
he boarded a freight and managed to get 
well away before the alarm was given. The 
police at the Third District station profess to 
believe that he will be found at one of the 
Italian railroad camps and brought back. It 
would seem difficult fora wounded man to 
get away without attracting attention. 

CAITO HAS FRIENDS. 

Sympathy does not appear to be altogether 
with the slain. The slayer has many friends 
among his Mafia affiliating countrymen, and 
a good many of these swarthy brigands hold 
that the affair was a fair fight and that Gen- 
tele sacrificed his life because he was not the 
better man with his knife. That his weapon 
was inferior to the one used by his slayer is 
regarded by these gentry as er- 
dence of bad taste on the part of 
the unfortunate Gentele. They hold that 
An Italian who does not carrya trustworthy 
stiletto deserves to have his life stabbed out. 
In fact, upon a square vote among the Itali- 
ans, Caito would finda majority of sympa- 
thizers and supporters. He is a bravo“ 
now. . 

There was a rumor afloat, this morning, 
that Caito had made his way to the Chain 
of Rocks and had sent a compatriot 
to the alley, during the small 
hours of the morning, with a message 
to his wife, making a request for some of the 
money hoarded away. This story the police 
scout, but when pinned down to an exact 
statement admit that no special man i 
stationed at the home ofthe murderer. It is 
possible that the home of Caito is under 
strict surveillance, but there is nothing to 
suggest such a fact, and apparently Caito 
himself might have walked into 
his home this morning and departed without 
serious danger of apprehension. 

THE WIFE’S SECRET. 

Another story that was generally believed 
by the Italians is that Mrs. Caito knows 
where her husband is, and that she sent 
money to him by his brother. Anyway the 
wife of the fugitive is wonder- 
fully calm and collected and ap- 
parently not a prey to harrowing fear. 
It is acknowledged thata fugitive Italian is 
hard toapprehend. Like Chinamen, Italians 
have strong racial characteristics and phys- 
iological peculiarities, sothat, in the usual 
parlance, they all look alike. An Italian, by 
shaving his mustache and hiding in a rall- 
road camp, may practically defy detection 
when he is only wanted for letting the life 
out ofanother Italian. It takes a reward, 
and à good, stiff one, to excite the activity of 
detectives in such cases. 

If Caito had killed an American, the coun- 
try side would probably turn out and run

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In reply to your invithtion to briefly state 
what the new act has 7 ac- 
complished and whatin my opinion may be 
its effect in the future, I answer as follows:

It closes our s against a foreign competi- 
tion which we cannot meet on equal terms 
without reducing the cost of labor to the for- 
eign standard; it swings them inward to ad- 
mit articles which wecannot make profitably 
for ourselves, and outward to allow articles 
of which we produce a surplus to go toa for- 
eign market. The three hinges upon which 
the bill hangs are the tinned-plate, the sugar 
and the reciprocity clauses, which were the 
subject of the most violent 2 while 
it was pending.

he sugar clause went into effect April 1, 
and because of it every family in the United 
States has since bought sugar 2 cents a 
pound cheaper than ever before.

The 
increased duty on tinned plate took effect 
July 1. Asa result importations have stopped, 
foreign factories that depended upon 
America for a market have closed and Ameri- 
can capitalists are pushing to completion 
works which will soon supply the home de- 
mand and keep at home for circulation here 
more than $25,000,000 we pay annually for 
tinned plate. This means the profitable 
employment here of nearly fifty thousand 
workmen and the patronage of home pro- 
ducers dy nearly a quarter of a million peo- 
ple, and beyond this is the reasonable ex- 
pectation that in this business there will be a 
repetition of the history of steel rails, wire 
nails, plush and other articles, and that the 
„poor man’s dinner pall’’ will not only be 
free from a foreign taint but will be cheaper 
than ever before and mucn better filled.

Gen. Foster Chats About the Treaty Ne- 
gotiated by Him. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 4.—Gen. John W. Foster 
of Washington, who negotiated the reci- 
procity treaty with Spain, under Mr.Blaine’s 
instructions, is at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 


He was loath to enter into the discussion of 
the merits of the new treaty last night.

Hardie Richardson last Sunday made his 
first appearance in St. Louis since the famous 
world’s championship series between the 
Detroits and St. Louis several years ago. 
Hardie was then covering left field and at 
times second base for the Wolverines, and 
doing it in that incomparable style that, 
has always distinguished his work. He has 
always ranked as one of the greatest all- 
around players on the diamond. There is not 
a position in the outfield or infield that 
he cannot play, and play as though 
it was his home position. Every one at the 
game Sunday saw bow he covered short, not- 
withstanding the fact that his broken leg has 
hardly recovered. The latter will prevent 
him doing anything very startling this 
season, asitis still weak, and he seems not 
to have the necessary confidence in it, which 
is fatal toa ball player’s work. Still Rich - 
ardson is wedded to the diamond, and it 
breaks his heart to do bench-warming. He 
numbers his admirers in this city by the 
thousands, notwithstanding the fact that St. 
Louis isan Association city and Richardson 
has always beenin the League, excepting 
last season when he appeared with the Bos- 
ton Brotherhood team. This season, in com- 
pany with most of the remainder of the 
Brotherhood team, he joined the Association 
club. Hardie and Brouthers have been play- 
ing together for years. They started in the 
old Buffalo combination, and in conjunction 
with Deacon White and Jack Rowe formed 
the famous big four. After several years 
with the Bison team the latter disbanded and 
Detroit gobbled the big quartette after a 
spirited bidding with Henry V. Lucas, who 
wanted the combination for his St. Louis 
team in the worst way, but the League de- 
cided they should go to Detroit. The latter 
captured the League championship twice 
largely through the fine work of the famous 
quartette. But Detroit could not pay the 
large salaries necessary for such ball and 
disbanded. Boston got the pick of the team, 
and took Richardson and Brouthers. White 
and Rowe were turned loose. The former is 
now in retirement on his farm in 
New York, and Rowe has dropped 
back with age. When the Brotherhood was 
organized Richardson and Dan Brouthers 
were among the first tojoinit and, like the 
gentlemen they are, stood by itto the last. 
Both men will be found in the Association 
next season, Brouthers having given his 
word to stick, and Dan’s word is as good as 
any bond. Wherever Dan goes Hardie will 
follow, that can be relied upon. During his 
long illness, the result of his brokenleg, the 
Boston Association team kept Richardson on 
the pay-roll as usual, which Hardie will 
never forget. In addition to being a great 
all-round flelder, Richardson is one of the 
best batsmen in the country, and a splendid 
base-runner. Brouthers is, perhaps, the 
greatest batter in the profession, and White 
and Rowe were also remarkable hitters, so 
that the big four were a power at the bat.

in my opinion, after four years’ careful 
observation of the running of horses, I think 
the stories of corruption on the turf are ex- 
aggerated. I do not believe there is as much 
crooked racing as is reported. I believe that 
the old-fashioned pulling of horses is prac- 
tically a thing ofthe past. It is certainly of 
rare occurrence. With the exception of 
owners and trainers running horses short of 
work racing is as honest asany other sport. 
Horse owners are not entitled toany special 
credit for this. Purses and stakes are now so 
rich that a man can make more money run- 
ning his horse to win than hecan by having 
him pulled. 

The difficulty of fixinga race also increases 
year by year, for while it waseasy to fixa 
race with only twoor three horses in the 
field, it becomes exceedingly troublesome
